day took a number of additional villages from the 
Germans. 


The losses in munitions and other supplies 


alone constitute a heavy blow to the Germans. 
Ten different divisions -were identified in yester- 
day's fighting. Other divisions have been thrown 
into the battle since last night. 


The whole area included in the great bend of 


the Somme is a massive tangle of German trans- 
ports, artillery and troops, all struggling along the 
same roads. These masses of men and materials, 
are being attacked by low flying planes which 
maintain a constant machine gun fire accompanied 
b}^ bombs, day and night.

•Marmalades are similar to jellies, 


the distinction being that jellies are 
made 
from 
the cooked-out 
juice 


only, while marmalades are pre- 
pared 'from the juice with some of 
the fruit included. Good marmalade 
is clear and jelly-like in consistency 
with the pieces of the fruit or peel 
suspended in it. 
The same 
fruits 


are used as for jellies, since in these 
also pectin and acid are required. 


There are several 
things 
which 


must be taken into account 
here 


that do not enter into jelly-making. 
One of these has to do with the con- 
dition of the fruit, or the peel, •which 
goes into the product. If introduced 
into the juice 
and sugar 
mixture 


without 
previous 
treatment 
it is 


likely to he shriveled 
and 
tough. 


This may be prevented 
by boiling 


the fruit or the peel a. short time un- 
til tender. It may then be introducer] 
into the mixture without shriveling 
taking place 


Sometimes the fruit or peel rises 


to the top of the jar. "This may IIP 
overcome by letting the marmalade 
ool somewhat in the preserving ket- 
tle. Just how much this should cool
